THB OOVHRNOR AJUV THE 
MINERS. 



Ho in oicvar man wliu ciiii pleaao OTorj- 
body, but lie is nn exceedingly ruro one 
Governor Ivonnody cniinot bo said to poeRCS'* 
Ihis almost superjmturul abilityi but ho ban 
got tboValunblc iacuity of " talking well'' 
aod inspiring deputations with the grentcit 
coDfideDco in himself, nnd tho 8tua!loel 
amount of faith in ovcry otlior mortal thing 
under tho sun." Tho miniBj; deputation 
•went jcstorday to lav the griovancos of their 
body beforo the Governor aud aak for aomo 
redress, and they returned in a kind of half- 
satisfied manner almost as empty as they 
went. They told iho cbop-fullen minors that 
His E.Ncollency could give them no money 
(which of couraa they could uot expect unless 
through tho logitiinute chiinncl uf tbo Lower 
House) ; that ho oould not even grant a por- 
tion of tbeir number in any reaionubly 
short period the assiatanoe of a gun- 
boat to take them to Xoolka Sound ; hiil 
that ho \Y0uld recall tho exploring piirly, 
withhold thuir |);iy, and malto Hiuioock 
and Forgie rotnrii with roliablu man to the 
spot from which they oxtracted tho two dol- 
lars worth ot gold from the thirty pans. 
This was about the substance of His Exocl- 
loney's answer to the uimors. Thai il was 
not satisfactory tho oxprcsaions uf disappro- 
balion which burst more lorcibly than ele- 
gantly from that body very plainly showed' 
B\il the greatest cau.'^e uf dissatisfaction was 
perhaps the cool way in which Uis Excel- 
lency treated the miners outside. A littlu 
genuine sympathy axhibited from the atepj 
of tho Govorninenl liuildinga would have 
removed niuoh of that harsbaoss which te- 
ceiii mi.sforiune^ had engendered iu Iho 
miners' breast.s. 

We have no disposition to run till agaiusl 
His Excellcnoy or the Goreroment generally 
on this or any other public question. Wo 
would indeed much rather give him all the 
support that lies in our power ; but we cannot 
overlook some of the Governor's remarks 
yesterday to tbe dcpulation. His Excsllenoy 
denied the slatement mada by us that the 
Oovernmcnt had, by publishing Buttlo's lo- 
port without modifioation or comment, com- 
mitted a sorioua fault, aud declares it wa.= 
not, under any circuiristauco?, the (iovern- 
ment'.i duty to ij^uiliou tho miners against 
a hoodlesa rush. Xow wo luaiutain that it was 
the doty of Iba authorities if they did publish 
tbe report, to have drawn public attention in 
tho fact that Buttle could not, from want of 
seeing tho diggings, corroborate Iho stale, 
ments of hU aubordiuatoa, and that therefore 
the asBcrtiona of Hancock and Forgie should 
bo taken with every allowance. A (ow 
words to this efleot, altboogh staling nothing 
but what was implied in tho report, might 
have saved much ot tbe hardships which the 
rush hag caused. There was besides auolhor 
oversight aud that was allowing tho explor- 
ing party to lo:iv9 Boar river before the 
miners bad reached tbe sceno of lha pro:i- 
peotiog. It is possible that this blander may 
have saved Hancock and Forgie some very 
rough treatment, but it was novorthelc.=3 the 
Govorninent'd duty to have kept tho ciplor- 
era on the gruuml until tlie miners hud ar- 
rived. With regard to His Kxcollency's 
dissatisfaction at tbo remarks of tho Col- 
onist we bare not much to say. We never, 
however, charged the Government with 
being olLer than the unwittimj cause ol 
the mischief, and Icael of all did wo 
impugn His Excelloncy'a judgment in thn 
appointment of Iho explorers, or in fact iu any 
of tbe details of tbe expedilion. Wo ore 
qaite ready, and wo are lare tho pablic are 
quite ready to give Governor Konnadyevory 
credit for the energy ho has displayed in on 
deavoring to h.ive the Island explored, and 
if wo impute want of care lo tbo Governmenl 
in the proaoot instance it is not from any de- 
sire to throw blame on the authorities, but to 
show that the miners had an equitable claim 
to some kind of compensation for tho untortu- 
nalR doceplioii. ^Ve are quite aware, as wo 
implied yi^Mli-rday, that tho application for 
public money to cover tho losse-i id private 
CDterprisB voluntarily assumed, is uot only 
unusual but contrary in principle to good 
governniont. There are, however, exooptiun^ 
to even tlii i rule, and tbe Bear river rush is 
ono of ttieui. Un tho principle ol justice Iho 
men whori.skeJ their labor, their time, andtlieir 
money on this fruitless a.xpoditioa should not 
bo loft to bear the brunt of their misfortune. 
Their gain, as wo have before shown, would 
have hoen tho colony's gain, and tbeir loss 
should undoubtedly, under the peculiar ciroum 
stances of its being caused by an incorrect, 
official report, bo the colouy's lots. Outside, 
however, the (jucstion of ju.stico is tho ([uca- 
lion of expediency, or in othor words, of 
dollars and cents. On this head it is not the 
poUoy of the oounlry lo see a number of io« 
dastrious and enterprising men lose their 
"oil" in an adventure that ;)io«n'!ci/ al least 
substantial Ijencfits lo tho country. We 
may waul such men again lo go on other 
oxpeditiun.^, and five thousand pcoplo can 
belter allbrd to loso two or three thousand 
dollars than one bandrod and thirty. 

With regard to the misohief which His 
Kxcollency yesterday said was caiiBod by tho 
public press, wo have only this to say— 
newspapers H.< dissomioolofs of public intel- 
liij;enco must of noooesity in many case,') be 
but Iho vehicles for flying rumors and alroet 
reports ; ■ hot miners are not now-a-doys 
led vory much astray by exaggera« 
tions in public journols. In Iho proc 
eont instnnoo they could uot have been, 
as Ibe public had the same source for their 
information hs the press, and as ono of tho 
deputation yesterday remarked, it was tbe 
ofAoial report— not tbe newapaper aooouots 
thai induoed him to go lo Dear river. The 
apporenl disparity which Hia Kxcellonoy 
brought forward yoslorday, in our opinion ol 
Mr. Buttle on the l&lb, when we said he 
vyaa B parfeolly reliable man, and In tbe 



opinion given in yesterday's isiaa whero we 

oaeorted ho wni>, from an obscnce of judgment, 
totally unfitted for his position, is a dil« 
parity in appearance only. The fact 
that Butllo'a veraeily was unquestionable 
on llie lath does not coofliot with his 
cxbibitiDg a )a"X. of J.idgment on tha 
22d. Truthfulness is one Ibing and impru- 
dence is another. Wo are ;;lad, liowover, to 
600 that His liioelloncy is dolerininod to ro- i 
call an e.\pediiion which, however much lis 
initiation and tho prinoipla of tbe organiza- 
tion may have refleolrd credit upon himseir, 
has proved unworthy the coufidenoo that has 
been bestowed upon it.

Tfii roinen who wertfaite''' Viulims of the 
Bear'iver hoax assenabltd yesterday morn- 
ing in front of the Qoveroment buildings, 
and aipointed a deputation, consisting of 
Messrs. Wilcox, Welch, ThompwD, King, 
aud JeBities, to wait upon Governor Ken- 
nedy and present him with a statement of 
their coropaintj. Tbese^, gantlemm aoaotd> 
ingly ptoroodod'tS 'tho"GoTerniaentj)ffloos, 
and were omrteouely - received by Hie Ex- 
cellency, Mt Welch introduoiog the follow- 
ing petition : 

• S IIOAltO STEiMEU OTTEIl, AUUUBT 20, laCf). 

To His ExcclUnry Governor Kenntdy :— 

Tho humble Petition of the underslgnad 
Miners and othos, says : 

That acting in rood faith on the reprcsen- 
lalioiid made by tie exploring party, we oi- 
piMuleil some four or five thousand dollars, 
.\-(.' left our eraploynonts, have lost our time, 
iiiul risked our lives That those representa- 
tions wore gross falsihoods, there not being 
slightest foundation fir tho report of payable 
diggings on Bear rror. Wo brg to say 
thai we have apponted the foUow- 
inir gentlemen who voro present with 
us to give your Exiellonoy full inform 
ation.ou the subject, and we pray that 
such relief may bo grantd to us as your Ex- 
cellency may soo fit. an! that the men who 
were tho authors of thU unfortunately false 
repon be punished in suili manner as may 
deter others from making such serious mis- 
rejiresentations in future.

His Eioelleuoy said it wasnot often he ro- 
grotted to recnivo a depulalDu, but ho must 
confess ho deeply rogrelted the oiroum • 
slancos that lod to tho appoiitment of the 
ono before him. No one loll noro deeply at 
tho disappoinlnuont of the mines than he did 
himself, and ho would only bo too nniioua 
to assist them in any reasonaba way that 
might bo pointed out to liiin. Ho would, 
however, impress upon them the fct that the 
Government was entirely free Iromtbe blame 
that had been attempted to be ast upon 
them by the public press. In jusiici to him- 
sell he could not allow the criticisns which 
appeared in aa articio in that tiDrniog'a 
Colonist to go unanswered. Hi^< Exolli'Doy 
bora road several passages Irom tho eutorial 
in yesterday's Colonist, in which thtUov- 
ernment were censured for publishioca re- 
port that could not be corroborated b; the 
commander of the expediiioo. " Hat. the 
GoverDmeot done its duty," said ooe ms- 
sage, '' it would have compelled BntiU lo 
vouch for the accurasy of the statemenlsby 
his own actual observolion." In anolhr 
it was asserted that Buttle evinced eu6 
a lack ot judgment in his dealing witi 
the report, that ho was entirely UD- 
tiltod for thn command of the expe- 
dition, ilia Excellency read an aocouot 
of tbo first raooption of the nowa in tho Col- 
onist of the lalh, in which it was stated 
that Buttle was a thoroughly reliable man. 
Now lie (the Governor) must say that so far 
as Buttle was eonoerood he was warmly re 
commended to him by Dr. Brown, and, as 
Ihoy had seen, by ilio Colo.vist of Ihe ioih, 
praised for his roliabilily by the presi. Was 
it e.xpectod tlipt he should know .Mr. Buttle 
better than these authorities'? As lor Han- 
cock and Forgie he knew nothing about 
th«m — they were Mr. Buttle's nppointrcents. 
Ho could not, however, imagine what mo- 
lives they bad for making such misstate- 
ments, as be was bound to believe, from the 
uoanimity of the miners on tho subject, they 
had. The men were to be paid regular 
wages whether they discovered anything or 
not. It was not the QoTerament's duty to 
come forward and waru the miners against 
rushing heedlessly into any adventure. 
So far as the publishing of the report 
was concerned, McCausiand hod blazed the 
whole matter through tho town before tho 
oflicial report was given to the Press, which 
made the latter step necessary in order to lay 
tho real stiitoments of the report before the 
public. The Government had, however, 
simply given the report as it was received, 
making no comments un it. Tbo statements 
in the Press showed that it was not the Go- 
vernment that induced the miners to go up. 
He had simply thought it his duty to publish 
the report as oil kinds of wild rumours 
were tiyiug about. Suppose he had held 
back the report, and the diggings had jiroved 
as good as represented, what would the public 
have said ? Indeed the Government had acted 
with some caution, as it was only on the 
second trip of the steamer that they had sent 
down on official to the .spot. His Excellency 
said he read these e.vtracts from the papers to 
show that the abuse heaped on the Govern- 
ment was undeserved ; as for himself it sat 
very lightjy on him, as he knew that it was 
untruo. As to liultjc and his party, if they 
could not substantiate their statements, they 
would at once be removed. He could not sec 
whiU possilile motive they could have had for 
iiiisrepr'j.suntalion. Tho party had hardly re- 
leivccl uuy [my so far, aud if it wii.s shown 
that thev bad misrepreseiiled iiiattcri they 
.shoulil not get one cent. 

His K.vcelleuoy then told the deputation If 
they could suggest anything to be done in 
the matter, he would be happy to do all in his 
power to carry il out. 

.Mr. Welch said the deputation had no wish 
tn iiiiputo personal blame to His K.xct-llency , 
Imt there was f^rcat Idamc sunu'wliore. He 
iisked to SCI! the prospect s?iit down by But- 
tle. 

The iirosjiect was accordingly piodured, 
and compared wilh the prospects bruuglil 
back by tlic miners themselves, ivhcu all 
[iresenl iiijrcecl tlial the gold was precisely 
similar. Mr. Welch said the sample pro- 
iluei'd, alK)iit seventy five cents, was the result 
of the labiiiirs of about one hundred men. 
lie aiMcd that a feeling was abroad among 
tlie miners tlial the (lovernmcnl should be 
respcjnsible for the loss and injury caused by 
the false reports of its servant?. 

His K\eelleijcy said he H imlil be very sorry 
l.j govern a colony where any such conditions 
wcri- eiil'in'red . It, would be quite iinjjossibli.' 
lor the (i iveriiment to guarantee tbo correct- 
iies- of re|)(irtS| nor to be responsible for 
siuli mialakes. As for Buttle and party, 
tliev are highly cnlijable, anil if the miners 
liad" iluckiMl, or tarred and feathered lliem, be 
would nut have fell disposed lo liave taken 
ai live steps t(i giv(! them reilre.ss. 

Mr. ^Vl•l( ll said it was the wish of the great 
boilv of llie miners that tho balance of wages 
coming lo the exploring party should bo 
given lo the Hudson Bay Company, who had 
acted most liberally to the minors and had 
lost money by their trip. 

His E.xcellency said if it were proved 
against the exploring party, that they had 
made a false report, they should not get a 
single cent. They bad only so for received a 
small advance, and their rations. To say tho 
least of it, they had evidently shown a great 
want of judgment. 

Mr. Wilcox said if His Excellency would 
givo a gunboat, he was ono of a party who 
wore anxious to go to Nootka Sound aud 
prospect that country. 

His ILxccllency said the original plan of the 
ex|iluriug party was to go to Nootka Sound 
after exploring the country round Clayoquot, 
and n party was to be sent to meet them there 
with provisions on tho 24fh August. As to 
Capt. Torrons, who had showed good judg- 
ment in g^olag on at once to prospect that 
country, ho would take care that he should bo 
sent for as requested, aud he would proiniso 
to secure passages iit tho same time for auy 
practical miners who wished Ij go there. 

Mr. Welch suggested that a gunboat should 
bo snnt. 

His Excellency said there was no gunboat 
available ; tho Forward was unseaworthy 
tho Camoleon had gone, and tho Clio had only 
just come in, and he did not know what the 
.Xdniiral's inteiitionn were in regard to her. 
He would willingly have sent tho Government 
steam tug, but she was unseaworthy, and 
would not bo repairctl for three weeks. Ho 
thought himself that tho party under Mr 
Torrens would be able to prospect tho country 
Bulliciently. Tho Government had only sent 
the exploring party bocauBO tho matter hod 
not been taken up by private enterprise, which 
latter ho llionghl tho proper way. It was a 
pity lliitllo had not been found by tho miners 
and made lo gn with them to tho spot ho had 
jirospectcd. Tho deputation might depend 
Hpoii it he would have tho matter out witli 
Hancock Forgio and Buttle. Ho would, for 
his own r.atislaction, send reliable men with 
them and show the exact; spo where the 
prospects were taken ttom. • Eiatinitrnotlons 



to Buttle were to moke a most careful ex- 
domination of tho country, and abu,.- all, not 
to exaggerate. The men of tho party bad 
been selected by Buttle hinisell'. His H.v- 
eelloncy said ho hod seen some doubts as to 
llcCausland's reliability expressed, and em- 
phatically contradlotfld by some of his 
friends.

His Excellency said he could certainly not 
know better than the men's own friends.

His Excellency said he had no means what- 
ever at his disposal for such o purpose. The 
deputation know that ho could not use the 
public money except' for 'the purposes for 
which it was voted.

The crowd 
having relieved themselves by tlireo hearty 
groans, either for the explorers or the Go- 
verumeut, thou dispersed.
